Whereas,  while  they  have  gone  out  from  the  college  to  build  families, 
to  teach,  to  guide,  to  lead,  not  only  in  their  communities,  but  to  the 
far  corners  of  the  world,  still  their  hearts  have  remained  true  to  Wesley- 
an, and 

Whereas,  the  eyes  of  the  world,  as  well  as  the  hearts  of  Wesleyan 
women  will  be  turning  this  historic  year  to  our  venerable  institution, 

Now,  therefore,  do  I,  B.  Joseph  Martin,  President  of  Wesleyan  Col- 
lege, officially  declare  this  forthcoming  year  the  Centennial  Celebration 
of  the  Wesleyan  Alumnae  Association,  with  all  honors  and  recognition 
to  be  accorded  to  the  splendid  line  of  Wesleyan’s  daughters  and  to  their 
Association  conceived  one  hundred  years  ago.

Therefore,  do  we  pledge  ourselves,  each  and  everyone,  to  join  in  the 
celebration  of  the  Centennial  of  ours,  the  second  oldest  Alumnae  Asso- 
ciation in  the  world  and  strive  to  join  together  at  the  college  for  a 
grand  home-coming  in  May  1959.

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At  ten  o’clock  on  the  morning-  of 
September  29,  seventy-five  alumnae 
of  Wesleyan  met  with  Governor 
Marvin  Griffin  in  his  office  at  the 
State  Capitol.  The  Governor  was 
most  gracious,  greeting  each  indi- 
vidually. Evelyn  (Wright)  Ranks 
had  made  the  appointment  with 
Governor  Griffin  and  had  invited 
Alumnae  from  various  part  of  the 
State  to  join  her  there  to  strengthen 
the  request  for  assurance  that  the 
State  would  purchase  Old  Wesleyan 
as  a Shrine  and  Tourist  attraction. 

The  Governor  welcomed  the  dele- 
gation cordially  and  Evelyn  intro- 
duced Irene  (Sewell)  Hobby  who 
had  been  chosen  spokesman  for  the 
group.  Irene  congratulated  Govern- 
or Griffin  and  all  Georgians  on  the 
many  things  which  his  administra- 
tion has  accomplished.  . . . “We 
think  it  is  wonderful,”  she  said,  “to 
develop  the  Vann  House,  Tekyll 
Island,  and  Stone  Mountain.”  She 
pointed  out  the  fact  that  a Wes- 
leyan alumna,  Mrs.  Helen  Jemison 
Plane,  was  responsible  for  the  orig- 
inal inspiration  to  make  Stone 
Mountain  a Confederate  Memorial. 

“Georgia  is  accused  of  being  a 
laggard  in  education,  yet  she  has  the 
first  college  in  the  world  chartered 
to  grant  degrees  to  women. 

“Each  state,  of  course,  strives  to 
promote  its  unique  possessions,  but 
few  states  can  claim  any  first  in  the 
world ! This  first  is  one  in  which  we 
can  take  the  greatest  pride.  For  the 
Old  World,  the  Orient,  and  other 
places  to  be  so  steeped  in  genera- 
tions of  culture,  it  is  almost  incredi- 
ble that  our  own  state  is  first  in  the 
world  in  the  field  of  woman’s  educa- 
tion. 

“Nearly  a century  and  a quarter 
ago  this  college  was  founded.  The 
original  building  still  stands.  In  its 
halls  and  steps  are  the  deepened 
footprints  of  many  thousands — ^just 
as  Harvard,  Yale,  Princeton,  and  a 
few  other  schools  lay  bare  such 
cherished  imprints. 

“Would  that  now  we  could  light 
our  candle  from  Alexander  Steph-

ens’  historic  plea  for  Wesleyan’s 
foundation  in  the  state  legislature  in 
1836!  He  was  a pioneer.  Yet  I do 
not  have  to  be  so  eloquent,  for  the 
intervening  years  have  established 
his  cause  as  sound  and  wise.  Con- 
sider the  thousands  of  colleges  for 
women  in  our  day.  Yet  Georgia  pos- 
sesses the  first  chartered  one,  and 
the  original  building  is  in  imminent 
danger  of  being  lost  to  the  world ! 

“We  ,as  Georgians,  and  you,  as 
the  first  citizen  of  Georgia,  have  a 
trust  to  keep  for  the  world!  Wes- 
leyan College  began  as  a state  in- 
stitution. How  fitting  for  the  state 
to  cradle  its  own-  Already  you  have 
proclaimed  Wesleyan  a historic 
shrine.  Now  we  ask  you  to  claim  it 
for  a state  historic  shrine. 

“It  is  as  though  this  year  was 
made  for  Old  Wesleyan’s  purchase 
as  a state  shrine.  This  is  the  centen- 
nial anniversary  of  the  Wesleyan 
Alumnae  Association-” 

Irene  went  on  to  describe  a few 
of  the  plans  for  the  Centennial  Year, 
pointing  out  to  Governor  Griffin 
that  “Each  major  event  will  become 
a part  of  the  centennial  celebration. 
The  state’s  purchase  of  Old  Wes- 
leyan will  be  the  highlight  of  the 
centennial  year.” 

She  told  him  of  the  plans  for  a 
historic  pageant  to  be  given  during 
commencement,  pointing  out  that 
one  scene  will  feature  the  state’s 
purchase  of  Old  Wesleyan  and  one 
will  feature  the  contributions  made 
by  the  governors  of  Georgia. 

“This  year  will  be  a natural  for 
national  publicity,”  she  stated.  “The 
alumnae  are  prepared  to  cooperate 
with  the  state  in  every  way  possible. 
The  alumnae  will  be  glad  to  lend 
the  state  the  beautiful  old  furniture 
at  Wesleyan  .This  furniture,  as  well 
as  the  building  itself,  will  attract 
thousands  of  people.  The  alumnae 
are  prepared  to  lend  the  state  the 
alumnae  museum.  You  saw  a small 
section  of  it  at  commencement.  This 
was  set  up  only  the  day  before. 
Countless  items  remain  packed.  Al- 
ready the  alumnae  are  planning  to 
offer  a floor  of  authentic  bedroom 
furnishing.  ...  A Hall  of  Fame,  a 
room  honoring  past  presidents  of  the 
college,  and  a Governors’  Corridor 
are  planned.  Other  rooms  could 
house  specialty  items  from  Georgia 


— crafts,  lore,  and  such.  Considera- 
tion has  been  given  to  the  reproduc- 
tion of  early  gardens.  The  alumnae 
have  secured  ample  parking  space, 
and  have  helped  negotiate  a pur- 
chase price  within  the  appraisal  fig- 
ure. The  two  oldest  national  soror- 
ities, Alpha  Delta  Pi  and  Phi  Mu, 
founded  at  Old  Wesleyan,  maintain 
beautiful  rooms  there  and  desire  to 
cooperate. 

“Old  Wesleyan  is  centrally  located 
— easily  accessible  to  all  schools  in 
the  state.  Offers  have  been  made  to 
us  to  include  Old  Wesleyan  on  the 
school  tours. 

“State  expenditure  has  been  made 
to  South  Georgia  and  to  North 
Georgia,  l)ut  not  to  Central  Georgia. 
Not  only  will  Central  Georgians  ap- 
])reciate  this,  but  all  Georgians.  I 
quote  from  the  Atlanta  Journal  of  a 
few  months  ago,  “Old  Wesleyan 
should  become  a state  shrine.  All 
Georgians  will  be  in  favor  of  this 
move.”  We  must  make  of  Old  Wes- 
leyan. as  Daniel  Chandler  said,  “A 
monument,  not  a mockery  to  Chris- 
tian education.” 

‘“From  the  mountains  to  the  sea’ 
Georgia’s  assets  will  be  famous,  but 
the  greatest  of  these  is  Old  Wes- 
leyan !”  she  concluded. 

In  reply.  Governor  Griffin  gave  a 
very  detailed  explanation  of  the  way 
in  which  the  State  funds  have  been 
spent.  He  assured  the  alumnae  of  his 
interest  in  the  purhcase  of  Old  Wes- 
leyan and  stated  that  the  purchase 
would  be  made  if  funds  should  be 
available  before  the  end  of  his  term 
of  office. 

The  Alumnae  paid  short  visits  to 
the  offices  of  State  Auditor  B.  E. 
Thrasher,  Jr.  and  the  Attornty  Gen- 
eral Eugene  Cook  to  express  appre- 
ciation of  their  interest  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  Old  Wesleyan  as  a 
Shrine. 

The  alumnae  were  guests  of  Ev- 
elyn and  Williams  N.  Banks  for  a 
lovely  luncheon  at  the  Capitol  City 
Club.  Although  he  was  not  able  to 
be  present,  he  sent  his  regards  and 
sincere  best  wishes  for  the  success 
of  the  visit  to  the  Capitol.

Formal  Opening  Held  At 
Wesleyan 


The  speaker  for  the  formal  opening 
of  Wesleyan  College,  Thursday,  Sep- 
tember 18,  1958,  was  Bert  Struby,  Gen- 
eral Manager  of  the  Macon  Telegraph 
and  News.  Mr.  Struby  was  welcomed 
warmly  to  the  campus  where  he  had 
enough  Wesleyan  connections  to  elevate 
his  prestige  even  before  delivering  the 
outstanding  address  of  the  evening. 
Bert’s  mother  and  tw^o  aunts,  his  only 
sister  and  his  wife,  the  former  Jane 
Spearman,  class  of  1946,  are  all  alumnae 
of  Wesleyan. 

“This  is  no  time  to  be  mediocre,  either 


individually  as  a col’ege  or  as  a nation,” 
said  Mr.  Struby.  He  stressed  “commit- 
ment for  the  preservation  of  our  way  of 
life”  as  put  forth  in  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  and  said  “it  seems  to  me 
that  we  need  a fuller  appreciation,  a re- 
dedication to  these  principles  that  are 
so  vital  to  our  freedom  today.” 

Americans  need  to  recapture  their 
patriotic  fervor  and  dedication  for 
achievement,  he  said.

Madame  Chiang  Kai-STiek,  known  to 
VVesleyannes  as  Maling  Soong  has  been 
in  the  United  States  since  June.  Wes- 
leyannes  have  had  personal  contact  with 
her  on  at  least  three  occasions,  and  we 
felt  all  of  you  would  be  interested  in 
reading  of  the  highlights  of  her  appear- 
ances. 

Newspapers  have  been  most  favorable 
in  their  reports,  one  headline  describing 
her  as  the  “famed  freedom  lighter.”  The 
Washington  Evening  Star  wrote  of  her 
as  “one  of  the  most  remarkable  women 
of  the  twentieth  century”  and  she  was 
introduced  to  the  National  Press  Club 
as  “one  of  the  world  s most  distinguished 
citizens.” 

Madame  Chaing  has  received  many 
new  honors  during  her  visi^.  The  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  awarded  her  an 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  (the 
twelfth  honorary  degree  she  has  re- 
ceived). The  Ann  Arbor  Business  and 
Professional  Women  presented  her  an 
award  “in  appreciation  for  the  mes- 
sage you  have  carried  back  to  your 
people  about  our  deep  concern  for  hu- 
man understanding  and  about  us,  the 
American  people.” 

She  flew  to  New  Orleans  to  visit  the 
bedside  of  the  late  General  Claire  Chen- 
nault,  described  as  an  old  friend  and 
fellow  freedom  fighter. 

Jennie  Loyall  Anderson  and  Eliza- 
beth Loyall  Wood  flew  to  New  Orleans 
to  attend  a dinner  party  given  in  honor 
of  Madame  Chiang  by  former  governor 
and  Mrs.  James  A.  Noe.  They  visited 
with  Madame  and  saw  her  receive  a 
certificate  of  honorary  citizenship  and 
the  gold  key  to  the  city. 

The  twelve  days  spent  in  Washing- 
ton were  filled  with  more  than  20 
official  luncheons,  dinners  and  recep- 
tions. When  she  had  luncheon  at  the 
White  House,  the  gold  service  w^as  used 
for  the  second  time  during  che  Eisen- 
hower administration. 

She  was  the  fourth  woman  to  address 
the  National  Press  Club  in  its  50  years 
of  existence.  Although  no  women  were 
allowed  in  the  banquet  room,  Mary 
Gray  Munroe  Cobey  (’34)  was  in  the 
balcony.  Feeling  that  she  should  share 
her  experience  with  other  Wesleyannes, 
Mary  Bray  wrote  of  meeting  Madame 
Chaing:  “Her  charming  face  lighted 
with  a most  gracious  smi  e ‘Ah,  Wesley- 
an! 1 am  so  happy  to  greet  you.’  In  that 
fleeting  moment  I told  her,  and  I am 
sure'  that  I spoke  for  all  Wesleyan 
Alumnae,  how  proud  we  are  that  she  and 
her  sisters  are  alumnae  of  Wesleyan. 

“She  is  very  beautiful,  her  hair  black 


and  her  face  serene  and  unlined.  She 
wore  a long  Chinese  style  dress,  black 
with  a royal  blue  print — simple  and 
elegant.  Her  hair  was  pulled  back  from 
her  face  with  a small  soft  wave  in  front 
at  the  hirline.” 

Mary  Gray  described  the  standing 
ovation  following  Madame  Chiang’s 
speech  on  “How  to  Best  the  Communist 
Challenge”  President  Jack  Homer  said 
that  many  scholars  and  people  of  dis- 
tinction from  all  over  the  world  had 
spoken  in  that  room,  but  no  speech  had 
been  “more  eloquent  or  sobering.” 

Congressman  Church  complimented 
Madame  Chiang  at  a luncheon  given  by 
a sub-committee  of  the  House  Foreign 
Affairs  Committee:  “Madame  Chiang 
has  been  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us  who 
have  known  her.  We  admire  her  per- 
sonal integrity  and  high  courage  with 
which  she  has  been  fighting  all  these 
years  for  her  convictions.  The  entire 


world  is  safer  and  richer  because  of  the 
purpose  and  staunch  devotion  to  freedom 
for  which  both  Generalissimo  and  Ma- 
dame Chiang  have  stood.” 

Described  by  Admiral  Burke  as  “a 
living  example  of  courage,  firmness,  and 
unequivocal  stand  for  what  she  thinks 
right,”  Madam  Chiang  was  made  an 
honorary  Brigadier  General  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  Marine  Corps. 

She  attended  the  funeral  of  General 
Chennault  before  making  three  major 
addresses  in  the  West  and  mid-West. 
She  spoke  at  the  81st  annual  dinner 
meeting  of  the  American  Bar  Associa- 
tion in  Los  Angeles,  the  first  woman 
ever  to  be  invited  to  deliver  the  princi- 
pal address.  Returning  to  Chicago,  she 
addressed  the  National  Convention  of 
the  American  Legion  Auxiliary,  where 
she  received  a plaque  in  recognition  of 
“brilliant  service  to  humanity  and  the 
cause  of  peace  and  freedom.”

The  year  1959  will  be  an  important 
one  in  the  history  of  the  Wesleyan 
Alumnae  Association.  Since  we  will  be 
observing  our  one  hundredth  birthday  at 
our  annual  meeting  during  Commence- 
ment, it  is  fitting  that  the  occasion  be 
made  a momentous  one.

T1>€  Piney  Woods  Art  Gallery,  Par- 
rott, Georgia,  was  the  scene  of  an  art 
exhibit  in  the  late  summer  that  attracted 
much  attention  and  interest. 

Ann  McGee,  who  is  a 1958  graduate 
of  Wesleyan  College  was  one  of  the  three 
artists  whose  paintings  were  on  exhibi- 
tion. The  others  were  Patricia  Stapleton 
and  Frank  Crittenden. 

Ann's  letter  to  the  Alumnae  office  in 
reply  to  our  inquiries  told  us  that  she 
met  Mrs.  Stapleton  and  Mr.  Crittenden 
through  Mrs.  Margaret  Tilley  who  had 
been  her  counsellor  at  Wesleyan  and 
whose  home  is  in  Parrott. 

“Mrs.  Deck  Pinkston.  Mrs.  Staple- 
ton’s mother,  is  an  art  lover  of  long 
standing.  She  had  a three  room  tenant 
house  on  her  place  near  Parrott  in  which 
she  suggested  the  exhibit  be  hung.  This 
setting  was  unique  and  attractive.  Mrs. 
Pinkston  painted  the  doors  a nice  blue, 
and  had  the  walls  “mudded” — an  in- 
teresting process,  using  clay  from  the 
hills  nearby.  They  turned  out  a soft  tan 
color,  and  the  gallery,  although  quite 
rustic,  was  artistic  at  the  same  time.” 
Ann  continued,  “I  exhibited  a number 
of  paintings  which  were  in  our  show 
at  Wesleyan  last  spring,  plus  a few 
things  I had  done  this  summer.  Mr. 
Edward  Shorter,  who  founded  the  Co- 
lumbus Museum,  came  down  for  the 
exhibit,  and  invited  us  to  show  it  at  the 
museum  this  winter.  The  opening  date 
will  be  January  4,  and  it  will  be  in  Co- 
lumbus for  two  weeks.” 

We  quote  from  the  Albany  Herald, 
Aug.  7,  1958,  a description  of  a part  of 
the  Piney  Woods  Exhibit. 

“Among  the  works  in  Miss  McGee’s 
collection  was  the  large  Mosaic  made 
during  her  last  semester  at  Wesleyan. 
After  working  out  a drawing  on  paper, 
the  design  was  transferred  to  a two-by- 
four  foot  plywood  board  which  had  been 
shellacked  to  prevent  warping.  As  a part 
of  the  design  she  had  planned  two  wal- 
nut panels  to  be  inlaid  with  glass  mosaic 
tile,  and  had  a local  cabinet  maker  cut 
and  glue  the  panels  onto  the  board. 
After  the  w^oodwork  was  completed  she 
began  to  work  with  tile.  The  one-inch 
square  tiles  were  cut  and  carefully  fitted 
together  and  glued  onto  the  board  in  a 
bird  design.  When  the  entire  surface 
was  covered  a special  cement  was  work- 
ed into  the  crevices. 

Ann  spent  three  months,  averaging 
three  hours  a day  on  the  mosaic  before  it 
was  ready  to  be  cleaned  and  polished.  In 
the  completed  work,  the  warm  color 
of  the  polished  walnut  is  picked  up  by 
the  brown  glass  tile  of  the  birds.  The 
predominant  browns  and  greys  are  con- 
trasted with  white  and  brilliant  blue- 
greens  to  make  an  effective  work.”

“The  Library  Committee  would  like 
to  say  a word  concerning  Miss  Sara 
Lamon  who  resigned  this  summer  from 
her  position  at  Wesleyan  to  become  the 
librarian  at  Lanier  Junior  High  School 
in  Macon.  It  is  the  usual — perhaps  even 
the  hackneyed — thing  to  say  of  a person 
who  has  fulfilled  many  years  of  service 
to  an  institution  that  she  is  friendly,  co- 
operative, and  devoted  to  her  work. 
These  words  certainly  are  applicable  to 
Miss  Lamon,  but  they  give  a most  in- 
adequate picture  of  what  she  is  like  and 
what  has  been  the  nature  of  her  influence 
upon  us.
